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Stevens Visits Methodist 



Plans Made For Homecoming

On Wednesday , September 18, 
1974, senatorial candidate Wil- 
liam E. Stevens visited the 
Methodist College campus to 
deliver a speech before a 
number of students at convoca- 
tion. After being introduced by 
Guy Braley, the campus chair- 
man of the "Stevens for Sen- 
ator" campaign, Mr. Stevens 
gave a speech which was fol- 
lowed by a question and answer 
period. 

Economic problems, the G.I. 
Bill, the Federal Income Tax 
Law, amnesty, and other topics 
were covered during the assem- 
bly. Stevens stated that he 
believes the most pressing issue 
facing our nation is "to restore 
pride in our system of govern- 
ment and to reinvolve people at 
all levels in the political pro- 
cess." 

"Inflation is our number one 
problem," Stevens said, "but 
restoring honesty and integrity 
in government is our number 
one issue." 

He continued, "Because of 
recent incidents in our nation's 
history, young people like you 
are being turned off and are 
dropping out of the political 
system." 

Stevens pointed out that the 
most detrimental influence on 
the American system of govern- 
ment is apathy and disillu- 
sionment. 

"I hope that those who are 
critical of our political system 
will re-examine their views in 
light of the crisis our nation has 
recently survived," Stevens 
said. "We have achieved a suc- 
cessful change-over in govern- 
ment without revolution, with- 
out violence, without a reduc- 
tion of freedom." 

"Our system of government, 
for all its many faults, has re- 
mained stable and sound. Only 
if the American people continue 
to participate and work toward 
accomplishing improvements 
in the system can it remain the 
bulwark of democracy in the 
world." 

Stevens concluded, "It is 
young people like you that we 
must look to for the future 
management of this country's 
destiny. It is an awesome task, 
but I am confident that your 
generation will rise to the 
responsibility with the greatest 
of dignity." 

After convocation, Stevens 
had lunch in the cafeteria with

students on the Methodist 
College campus. During the 
meal, he answered some ques- 
tions put to him by sMALL 
TALK. 

When asked why he chose 
politics as his career, he replied 
that he actually chose business 
as a field to go into instead of 
politics. He has been in the 
furniture manufacturing busi- 
ness for nearly thirty years. 
Politics had been secondary to 
his business career, although he 
had had an interest in it all 
during that time. In 1954, he ran 
for Congress and almost won. 
He retained a deep interest in 
politics, and in 1972, decided to 
get into politics as a candidate 
again and became the candi- 
date for the N.C. House of 
Representatives. He won the 
election and would have run 
again if he were not running for 
the U.S. Senate. 

When asked what politicians 
he admired, he mentioned 
President Gerald Ford first. He 
said, "I certainly admire the 
way President Ford is getting 
started in his tenure of office. 
As I said in my remarks before 
the student body, I was so glad 
that he put at the top of his list of 
priorities the war on infla- 
tion." Stevens is also happy 
with the appointment of Rocke- 
feller as vice-president. 

During his free time, Stevens 
enjoys flying, playing golf, and 
participating in tennis games. 



At the age of fifty he received 
his pilot's license and now owns 
a plane, a single engine Cessna. 

Stevens' visit to Methodist 
was his first time here on 
campus. During his short stay, 
he stated that he had seen and 
heard great things about the 
school. He was very impressed 
by what he saw, both from the 
physical facilities and the alert- 
ness and interest of the 
students. 

The senatorial candidate met 
his wife years ago when, as a 
pre-school child, he moved to 
Lenoir. They entered school 
together in the same class. They 
have known each other all this 
time, although they were not 
really childhood sweethearts. 
Stevens described he and his 
wife as childhood antagonists. 
However, this later turned into 
romance, and they were mar- 
ried. The couple has six 
children now, ranging in age 
from sixteen to twenty-six. 

If elected senator, would Ste- 
vens want to go on to even 
higher political offices? He 
smiled after being asked the 
question and answered that he 
would like to digest that office 
and get it fairly under his belt 
before considering anything 
else. 

After having lunch, the 
senator, his wife, and their 
campaigners left Methodist, 
headed towards more cam- 
paigning.

Student Air Travel 

Throughout this fall, the National Student Lobby of 
Washington, D.C., a four year-old federation of in- 
dividual students and student governments, will fight 
tor adoption of congressional legislation insuring a 
national air transportation policy that will benefit 
students. 

S 2651, which would allow the student with a flexible 
time schedule to travel standby at a reduced price, 
could save students as a whole an amount approaching 
100 million dollars annually. 

Passage of S. 17159 would provide the student a greatly 
expanded opportunity to travel by group charter, and 
save in many cases more than half of what would be the 
current costs of air travel. 

Letters are needed now from students who care about 
the prohibitive cost of air travel Write your 
representative (c-o House of Representatives, 
Washington, DC, 20515) expressing your support for 
the passage of S 2651. and to your two Senators I c-o U.S. 
Senate. Washington. DC, 20510) stating support for 
S.1739. 

S.2651 reinstates airfare discounts on a standby basis 
for youth under 22, seniors citizens over 65, and the 
handicapped. The National Student l^obby believes that 
there exists a host of altogether justifiable reasons for 
treating these groups as separate and distinct classes of 
passengers, and that reduced space-available fares for 
these classes are called for on the basis of : 

1 1 1 The especially flexible time schedules and unique 
travelling habits of youths and senior citizens; 

(2) the lower median income of the youth and senior 
citizens; and 

(3) the economic benefits which the air carriers can 
derive from properly administered standby discounts 

Standby fares are designed to attract passengers who 
have more time than money, and who are not usually 
restricted by rigid travel schedules. 

S.1739 is an amendment to the Federal Aviation Act of 
1959 for the purpose of defining Inclusive Tour Char- 
ters. It would: 

(1) permit ITC vacation travel to one destination, 
with additional stops being optional and priced extra. 

(2) permit ITCs to be sold to the public at prices that 
reflect the economics of mass purchasing, 

( 3 ) Permit ITCs to be operated by both scheduled and 
supplemental airlines.

Soul Food is the name of a 
continuing series of articles on 
various subjects. The manner of 
presentation will vary from 
lightly entertaining to serious 
concern. The tone of the articles 
may range from trite straight- 
forward delivery to scathing 
rabble-rousing sarcastic rhetor- 
ic, depending on subject and the 
author's mood. Soul Food was 
chosen as a name sinee the 
subject of food is not directly 
discussed, the articles are not 
concerned with food, and the 
author is not black. Probably 
some of the articles will make 
you mad, entertain you, or even 
bore you-but hopefully they will 
make you think. 

When you go to the library, 
notice the large number of un- 
used volumes it contains. These 
'dust-attractors" have been 
bought, perhaps cursorily 
examined, then donated to 
silverfish. Shakespeare, Vol- 
tair, Rableiais and other so 
called immortals remain un- 
read. They are not only unread, 
but largely unreadable for the 
average student. Changes in 
jargon, syntax, and semantics 
render them almost incompre- 
hensible in terms of the stu- 
dent's modern experience. The 
student struggles 'the immor- 
tal words" of these masters, 
stopping frequently to look up 
words in the OED ( Old English 
Dictionary) or another similar 
esoteric source of forgotten 
lore, and being disappointed by 
the mundane meanings of the 
flowery phrases. Think about it: 
Shakespeare has to be taught 
instead of being read. Who 
really cares about the pilgrim's 
menus which they so diligently 
recorded in their journals? Why 
is it so necessary to explain 
Emerson? 

The real questions begin to 
emerge: What is literature 
for? Is it only written to allow 
critics and their mindless 
minions material for endless 
hair-splitting debate. No! 

Literature is useful-it has a 
purpose! It is alive not dead! 
Literature is an aid to problem- 
solving, escape from everyday 
life, the gaining of specific 
knowledge, emotional cathar- 
sis, light amusement, or persua- 
sion. 

If reading does, in fact, 
elevate standards and tastes as 
we have been taught then 
reading-all reading-should be 
encouraged instead of limited. 
The high standards will follow. 
Why are we saddled with the 
outmoded prejudices of some 
ancient "literati" that have 
channelized through genera-

Cross Country

In Weaver Dorm on Sat. Sept. 
7, a program of films and 
cartoons were presented-a 
laugh festival of sorts. The 
cartoons, unfortunately, re- 
ceived the most laughs. The 
reason for this was, perhaps, 
that the films were fifteen 
minute versions of the full- 
length product, and must be 
judged accordingly. 

Abbott and Costello Meet Dr. 
.lekyll and Mr. Hyde, directed 
by Charles I^imont, had a few 
good touches. The scene that 
begins as Costello climbs the 
roof was reminiscent of great 
silent slapstick film technique, 
both in content and composi 
tion. The mood of comedy-hor- 
ror was sustained throughout, 
and the ending was memorably 
unexpected, executed, and fun- 
ny. Boris Karloff portrayed the 
double-role of Dr. Jekyll and 
Mr. Hyde. 

The Doom of Dracula was an 
edited version of the original 
production House of Franken- 
stein. Time has not been kind to 
this film. Even at its best, it is 
much too predictable. At its 
worst, it becomes a parody of 
itself. Erie Kenton directed, and 
Boris Karloff and John Carra-

dine co-starred, as master and 
monster, or Dracula, respec- 
tively. There is one very 
pictorally interesting scene as 
Karloff's show wagon crosses 
the creek. 

The brevity of these films 
makes any further reviewing 
pedantic. In fact, the brevity of 
all the films shown makes them, 
from an artistic, and an enter- 
tainment standard, at best 
disappointing, and at worst an 
injustice. 

With this last statement in 
mind, it depresses me to realize 
that people who have seen but 
brief glances of Charlie Chap- 
lin, or perhaps no Chaplin at all, 
are sentenced to see him in a 
poorly cut and edited, shabby 
reprint-The Face on the Bar- 
room Floor. These same people 
will now wonder what was so 
great abuut Chaplin. After all, 
didn't Lou Costello perform the 
same pratfalls, the same slap- 
stick routines, and receive more 
laughter in the process? All that 
I can reply is that these people 
make an effort to see The Gold 
Rush. It offers the greatest 
rewards cinematically and ar- 
tistically that any film could 
offer.
